The H 
decision on the Part of the Soviets overlooked the dignity | 
Gf the Cuban people. Cuba is a free nation which respects H 
international treaties and agreements, This is what later 
tee US resentful about the decision. - 


b. In Latin America objective conditions exist for the, Socialist | 
revolution, but subjective conditions do not exist. The 
revolution in Venezuela, which Cuba follows with great 
interest, is an example of the fight of the vanguard; 
and when the time is right we will lend our aid to the vanguard 

( ΒΟ they will triumph. The objective condition which exists 
in Venezuela today is the investment of the imperialists. 
North American imperialists have a total of seven billion ᾿ 
‘ dollars invested in Latin America, fifty-six per cent of 
which is in Venezuela. The imperialist oil’ companies with- 
draw three million Sallons of oil a day and have a contrac: 
for ninety years. Of the eighty per cent of oil lands thev ‘ 
have under contract, they have exploited only fifteen per cent. ;

You have to know this 
detail. - It is very important. The revolution in Latin 
America will be difficult and crueler, will cost more 

lives and more blood; but it is certain no one can stop 

it. In closing I wish to tell you that fascist forces are:

on all fronts, as in South Viet Nau, Venezuela, and other

At this time we do not know if the movement in Nicaragua is 
a revolutionary movement.

The Mexican Government is a friendly government even though 
from time to time, at the insistence of the United States, 
it adopts pusitions contrary to the interests of Cuba. The- 
Cuban Government would regret deeply if the Mexican Govern-. 
ment should break relations with Cuba; but we should be 
Prepared to accept this course ef action if the United 
States places too much pressure on Mexico for this action.
